WASHINGTON, (AP)—The United States government, 
facing against factory shutdowns and emptying coal bins, aimed 
‘Tuesday for swift trial of John L. Lewis and ordered new curbs 
to save fast-ebbing supplies of fuel. 

Government counsel said they will press for speéd when 
Mr. Lewis’ trial on contempt charges begins Wednesday, Thurs- 
day—the U.S, Thanksgiving Day—will be a holiday but coun- 
bel said they will ask Judge Goldsborough for a Friday session. 

A high administration aide said the government has 
inned all its hopes for an early end to the strike on the 
egal proceedings. No other action is contemplated at pre- 

sent, he said. 

In themselves, the legal moves will get no coal mined. Nor 
will putting Mr. Lewis in jail, as could be done if he is found 
guilty of contempt. But this official indicated the hope is that 
the legal tactics will “soften up” Mr. Lewis and influence him 
toward making an agreement with the mines’ private owners 
on a working contract for his 400,000 A.F.L, United Mine 


Workers. 


The hope {s that Mr. Lewis, instead of pursuing a strike 
which the official said might prove disastrous to his miners as 
well as the country’s economy, will seek a face-saving end to the 


controversy. 

Government lawyers conceded the 
trial might last days, perhaps 
weeks, and longer than the country’s 
economy could possibly stand the 
strangulation of its basic fuel sup- 
ly. 
The eontemnt issue, which could 
yesult in jail for Mr. Lewis and stiff 
fines for him and the union, will be 
taken up first in the trial. 

Then the court will explore the 
question of permanently restrain- 
ing U.M.W. strike action which has 
halted coal digging in 28 states. 

As the strike went into its sixth 
day, more than 28,000 workers in 
other industries already had been 
thrown off their jobs. Schools, steel 
mills, railroads and hundreds of 
communities began to feel the pinch 
acutely. 

The government ordered new 
curbs on coal deliveries to schools 
and all government buildings. 

Emergency coal stocks were Or 
dered held strictly for public utilities 
and such other essential services as 
railroads, laundries, dairies, bakeries, 
refrigeration plants, steamships, 
heating of homes, apartments and 
hotels. Coal-burning railroads al- 
ready had cut passenger service by 
25 percent. 

Two U.S. Steel subsidiaries an- 
nounced drastic curtailment of pro- 
duction, including a drop of 35 per- 
cent of capacity by Carnegie-Tllinois. 
Jones and Laughlin steel dropped

Plan End Control 
On Credit Buying

OTTAWA, — One relaxation of 
contro] at present under study in 
“decontrol” 
plan, is that over consumer credit 
and installment buying. Removal of 
this control is unlikely while the 
Christmas shopping rush is on, but 


may be anticipated early in the 
new year. 
This control, designed to help 


check wartime inflation while cash 


} Was plentiful and goods short, took 


two chief forms. First was control 
of charge accounts. It became man- 
datory to pay these by the tenth 


| day of the second month following 


purchase of goods. 

The second form was control of 
the extent and term of installment 
buying. For most consumer goods 
a limit of ten months was set to 
complete the purchase, but in the 
case of motor cars valued at more 
than $500 15 months was allowed. 
In general a cown payment of at 
least 33 percent of the total value 
was required. 

When the wartime credit controls 
go out in the new year, it is probable 
several provinces will introduce 
legislation of their own to control 
instalment buying, though not so 
rigidly, 

B.C, has enacted a provision which 
will keep the dominion controls in 
force provincially until the B.C. 
legislature meets again, even if the 
controls are wiped out elsewhere 
by federal] action. Saskatchewan and 
Quebec are understood to be study- 
ing similar legislation,

By War Damage 


PARIS, (CP)—A 1939 tourist guide 
to Paris is just about as good today 
as when it was first published. Un- 
like London, Paris escaped with its 
famous landmarks relatively un- 
damaged. 

Some of the art treasures aren't 
yet back in the Louvre. The pre- 
war guide doesn't mention the chips 
which small-arms fire knocked from 
the face of luxurious Hotel de 
Crilon which housed Canada’s 
delegation to the Paris peace con- 
ference. 

But Paris—a bit shabbier after 
seven years of war—is still the place 
it was in 1939. 

This year thousands of Britons 
strolled down the Champs-Elysees 
from the Are de Triomphe, walked 
through the beautiful gardens of 
les Tuileries to the Louvre. 

They walked down the wide boule- 
vards from the church of the 
Madeleine with its towering Grecian 
columns, past the 19th century 
opera to Place de la Republique and 
on to the Bastille.

Montmartre to see the Basilica of 
Sacre-Coeur which towers over 
Paris like Brother Andre's towers 
over Montreal,

cartwheel spread of Paris avenues, 
and clambered part-way up the 
Eiffel Tower just across the river 

They saw Napoleon's tomb, glossy 
in the blue iight from overhead 
windows. The lucky ones perhaps 
got ‘into Palais de Luxembourg to 
watch the conference in action. 

Bookworms prowled the left bank 
riverside bookstalls and were dis- 
appointed by the poor selection left 
when German and Allied troops 
pulled out, Their wives bought Paris

Rouses People Near London

LONDON. Residents of four 
localities affected by the proposed | 
development of an outer ring of | 
of “satellite” towns surrounding 
London are making preparations for | 
a last ditch stand against the 
government's scheme. 


The areas ‘involved are Harlow, 
Essex; Heme’ Hempstead and 
Stevenage in Hertfordshire and 
Three Bridges, Sussex. All are with- 
in a 30-mile radius of the centre 
of London, and all are earmarked 
for expansion as part of a long-term 
policy to relieve the congestion of 
metropolitan London. 

Conceived by the coalition 
government during the latter part 
of the war, the scheme geceived 
endorsation of the Labor govern- 
ment and has hecome the chief goal 
of the ministry of town and country 
planning. 

Outraged at Method 


Few people in the affected locali- 
ties dispute the reasons for new 
outlying centres for London's over- | 
crowded population but hostility 
has grown against the idea because 
of the government’s allegedly “auto- 
cratic” methods in implementing its 
satellite town proposals, 

The government's first blunder 
was committed when, without prior 
reference to residents of the affect- 
ed areas, localities where new towns 
were to be established were an- 
nounced to London newspapers with 
great fanfare. 

Then the government announced 
a series of public meetings in affect- 
ed districts where residents could 
obtain information about the 
scheme, but at which no attention 
was to be paid to the objections— 
valid or otherwise—of residents. The 
public meetings were held in all | 
cases in the midst of great uproars 
which develoned out of heated 
criticisms of the government's 
methods in “imposing” its will upon 
the people. 

Denounce “Dictatorship” 

letters from irate residents have 
flooded correspondence columns of 
London newspapers, without ex- 
ception denouncing the government 
for its “highanded” and dictatorial” | 
actions in “appropriating” private | 
property without prior consultation 
with property owners. 

One resident of the Three Bridges 
area got front page attention when 
he said he would “defend by force 
of arms” his property from requisi- 
tioning in the event it was needed 
for other purposes in the new town- 
planning scheme. He received hun- 
dreds of sympathetic letters from 
residents of other affected areas 
Saying they were prepared to join 
him in his “great crusade.” 


Plan Petition to King 

Latest move on the part of the 
affected residents is to form a 
committee to co-ordinate their op- 
position, The residents, through 
their committee, are prepared to 
throw up every obstacle to the 
government's scheme, and will, if 
necessary, lay a petition before his 
Majesty the King outlining their 
grievances, 

Support for the resident objectors 
is widespread and growing. In a 
recent editorial, the Evening Stand- 
ard declared: “There can be noe 
excuse for such deliberate flouting 
of public opinion. Everyone agrees 
the new towns are desperately 
needed, but oureaucratic obscuran- | 
tism will only postpone the day 
when building begins,”

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Taxicabs and Meters 


The taxicab situation in Edmonton 
not satisfactory to the public, and the police 
department and licensing officials should 
look into it. 

What irritates taxi-users most is not 
the too common discourtesy on the part of | 
drivers (although some drivers are except- | 
ionally polite and helpful) but the exorbitant | 
nature of some of the fares charged and the | 
apparently arbitrary variation in fares charg- 
ed for a given run. For instance, a patron 
may ride to a certain destination in one cab 
for a dollar and return over exactly the same 
route and under similar circumstances at the 
cost of a dollar and a quarter or even a 
dollar and a half. 

Since taxi fares are supposed to be 
equalized for equal service, this variation 
gives rise to the very natural suspicion that | 
someone is cheating a little. 

Regulations in this city provide that all | 
taxicabs must be operated with meters and | 
that the meters should be easily visible to 
the passengers at all times. How many met- | 
ers are actually illuminated at night? Many 
steady taxi patrons say they have never seen 
an illuminated meter in Edmonton. 

In the case of newly-formed taxi com- 
panies the meter regulation has been relax- 
ed because some of them could not procure 
meters. But most of the cabs do have meters. 
They are supposed to use them. 

When the fare varies over the same run, 
it means one of two things; it means that the 
driver is either not using his meter to fix 
the fare or that the meters are not register- 
ing correctly. Police action is plainly indi- 
cated in either case. 

Of course it is conceivable that a meter 
may be so badly out of ‘repair that it cannot 
be used and parts may not be readily avail- 
able. But only a minority of meters can be 
so badly worn. If variation in fares was due 
entirely to broken meters, these variations 
would be the rare exception, which is not the 
case. 

If the meter situation is so bad that these 
instruments are quite unreliable, the remedy 
is very simple. The proper officials should 
get together and draw up an extensive scale 
of fares, from certain given points to other | 
given points, so that guesswork of drivers 
would not be absolute and patrons would 
have some standard of values on which to 
protect their pocketbooks. 

For whatever reason the present situat- 
ion is intolerable, and the taxicab system 
needs checking up.

The Consumer Has Rights 

The St. Louis Labor Tribune—the of- 
ficial organ of the American Federation of 
Labor Council of that city—sounds a warn- 
ing note to Mr. John L. Lew’s and his as- 
sociates. It urges them to call off the soft 
coal miners’ strike, because 0” what may 
happen to organized labor if the stoppage of 
production is continued. 

If the strike is persisted in, the Tribune 
says, a “wave of repressive labor legislation” 
is bound to occur, which will affect not only 
coal miners but men engaged in all key occup- 
ations, Substitute “protective” for “repres- 
sive,” and the prediction seems hardly open 
to doubt, The Republican Congress majority 
was in fact elected on the understanding 
that it will enact such legislation if neces- 
sary. 

Mr, Lewis has raised the question as 
to whether a labor contract means anything 
in terms of assurance that the public will 
be supplied with the commodity involved. 
And he has answered the question in the 
negative in the case of soft coal, The con- 
tract to the contrary, he says the public 
will not get any more soft coal unless and 
until the contract is changed to his satis- 
faction, If he could establish that point in 
respect to this particular contract, it would 
almost automatically become the rule in re- 
spect to all labor contracts. 

In which case the public would not know 
from day to day what supplies they could 
have on the morrow and what they would 
have to do without. To imagine that 140,- 
000,000 people will submit to that sort of 
treatment is absurd, They will insist, and 
have a right to insist, that contracts must 
bind both parties; and the newly elected 
Congress is bound to give them this measure 
of protection 

Conditions in Canada are so influenc- 
ed by conditions in the United States that 
people in the Dominion are watching with 
keen interest to see what will be the out- 
come of the battle between Mr, Lewis and the 
national Government, If protective legislat- 
ion has to be enacted at Washington to 
Safeguard the consuming population of the 
republic, no one need be surprised if very 
similar legislation is written into the statute 
book at Ottawa.

PEACE RIVER.—Construction on |

PASSIONATELY enthusiastic a- 
bout writing though modest about 
her own success, Mrs, Mansell said 
that her particular function in tra- 
velling has seemed to be encourag- 
ing others in their ambition to 
write.
